Bonus Plan Nears 


Passage In House 


COLUMBUS, May 20—Ohio repre­ 
sentatives lined up today to boost 
a $300,000.000 veterans’ bonus pro­ 
gram over its final legislative h u r­ 
dle. 
The proposal for {raying an ap­ 
proximate 800,000 veterans up to 
$400 was expected to pass the house 
in virtually the saint* form approved 
by the senate It calls for paym ents 
of $15 a m onth for foreign and $10 
a m onth for domestic service be­ 
tween Pearl Harbor and V -J day, 
Dec. 7, 1941, and Sept. 2, 1945. 
Honorably discharge d veterans of 
all ranks who lived In Ohio a full 
year before entering service would 
be eligible. Heirs of service dead 
would receive $400. 
Concurrence of the senate in a 
few am endm ents will be 
needed 
before the bonus resolution goes to 
the secretary of state for placing on 
the election ballot next November. 
Final approval of the bonus is 
up to voters because of a change in 
the 
Glhio constiht ioni would 
be 
necessary to exceed the present state 
debt lim itation of $750,000.

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New Modes In War 
Looking into the possibilities of bacteriological war­ 
fare. scientists find America vulnerable because of Its 
very isolation, while European countries would be 
comparatively safe because disease could not be kept 
from spreading across boundary lines 
Tins is a new angle to confuse Isolationists. First 
they held oceans were barriers. Then they conceded 
they were highways of approach but could be readily 
blocked When air warfare came into the picture, they 
still relied on space as an im portant safety factor 
Now they find th at Is canceled 
Among the diseases adaptable to large-scale pro­ 
pagation are plague type fevers; anthrax; botulism, 
which causes strangulation, and many variants of 
tick-borne typhus-like diseases. Not counted' among 
the 33 bacteriological diseases are the ailments of mal­ 
nutrition -tuberculosis, 
rickets, 
beri-beri, etc. 
They 
were concomitants of World W ar II and they have 
left a mark on postwar Europe which will not be 
erased for generations. 
The prospect of bacteriological warfare is a dread­ 
ful one to contemplate, for it can lay low an entire 
people rather than only the residents of a target area 
But Is is the logical extension of scientific war. It is 
another incentive for m ankind to compose its dif­ 
ferences lest bacteria inherit the earth. 


New Car Prices 
Evidence that the National Automobile Dealers 
Association Is concerned about the number of 1947 
models on used car lots comes In its advice to dealers 
to begin advertising local delivered prices of new cars 
Dealers also are advised to m aintain a continual check 
of their waiting lists to learn if customers intend keep­ 
ing vehicles for their own use as well as to prevent 
duplicate or multiple orders. 
The sale of slightly-used late model cars a t exor­ 
bitant prices Is described by the association 
as “a 
growing menace to the public and new-car dealers ' 
While there Is nothing Illegal or disreputable in such 
rales, the number of 1947 models on used cars lots Is 
evidence that some are “getting while the g?ettlng’s 
good " 
Publicizing of delivered prices would help estab­ 
lish in the public mind the true prides for new cars 
in comparison with the prices asked by individuals or 
used-car dealers It would not remedy the situation 
but It m ight make buyers a bit more cautious with 
their cash. 


Names Don't Matter 
It was hard to understand the difference between 
Communists, Fascists and Nazis before World W ar II 
All believed in the same thing—absolute power in 
politics. All believed, th a t is. in the doctrine that 
hum an beings should be governed by political auth­ 
ority without any limitation. They thought of the peo­ 
ple as so m any puppets to bo m anipulated at th e plea­ 
sure of their masters. They were opposed to the rev­ 
olutionary notion th at people had a right to —and 
could be trusted to—govern themselves. 
W hat they called themselves then and w hat they 
call themselves now d idn't m atter and doesn’t m atter 
The names used in politics frequently conceal more 
than they reveal anyway. Hitler and Mussolini called 
themselves socialists, to conceal what they really were. 
Tile men in Russia who call themselves communists 
are. by their own confession, not communists at all; 
they are the members of a dictatorship which resem­ 
bles state capitalism for more than it resembles com­ 
munism Even the self-styled “liberals" in the United 
States are about as far removed from liberalism as they 
can be 
Liberalism 
real liberalism—emphasizes in­ 
dividual liberty. It. Is a revolutionary doctrine, op­ 
posed to absolutism of all kinds. 
Observers in Italy say m any former Fascists are 
now arrive among the Italian Communists, who are 
expected shortly to try to overthrow that country 
The inform ation Is not surprising. The difference be­ 
tween Communism and Fascism in Italy is th e dif­ 
ference between names, nothing else. 


Touch-Me-Nots 
Newspapermen are grateful to Associate Justice 
William C. D oughs for his m ajority opinion favoring 
three Texas newspapermen appealing their conviction 
on a charge of contempt of court. 
In one place, Justice Douglas wrote: “The law of 
contempt is not made for the protection of judges 
who may be sensitive to the winds of public opinion." 
Newspapermen get fed up and pretty frightened some- 
litnes about touch-m e-nots in public office who can't 
bear a little honest criticism. When judges misuse tile 
power of their office to gag the press—as they try to 
do every so often—it’s time to fly storm signals 
Justice Douglas wrote in another place: “Certainly 
a reporter could not be laid by the heels for contempt 
because he missed the essential point in a trial or fail­ 
ed to summarize the Issues to accord with th e views 
of the judge who sat in the case." Every account of a 
public proceeding m ust be w ritten as seen through the 
eyes of an Individual. The press is not infallible, but 
Its m istakes are its own and are subject to judgment 
by anyone who can prove damage W hile appreciating 
Justice Douglas' realistic reasoning in the court's ma­ 
jority decision, the press reads with misgivings that 
three members of the court, including the chief jus­ 
tice, dissented.
